Invention Consists of Water- 
Cooled Vacuum Tube That In- 
creases Force of Transmitter.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The first 
transatlantic transmiskion of the 
human voice by commercially prac- 
tical radio instruments was accom- 
plished last night between H. B. 
Thayer, president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., and 
John J. Carty, vioe president in 
charge of development and ~1 
seurch, and a distinguished group 
of electrical engineers and radio ex- 
perts at New Southgate, England. 

The device which makes possible 
international communication across 
the oceans is a water-cooled vacuum 
tube which increases the potential- 
Ity of the radio transmitter from 1 
kilowatt, in the old apparatus, to 100 
kilowatts in the new device. 

Eleven minutes after Thayer had 
finished speaking his first message 
into an ordinary telephone trans- 
mitter, whence it was flashed to 
News Southgate, cable came  baek 
which read: “Thayer got through 
to all.”’

Regarding the possibility of another 
general coal strike after April 1, the 
report said the commission “has rea- 
son to believe that an agreement will 
be reached in the near future that 
will avert any widespread cessation 
of mine operations in union fields on 
April 1.”

Steadier Employment Essentisl. 

“There can be no satisfactory 
agreement as to wage rates, and no 
lasting peace between operators 2nd 
men. unless steadier employment can 
be provided. There can be no satis- 
factory solution of our transporta- 
tion problem 80 long as the railroads 
are subjected to sudden peak loads 
of coal traffic at the season when the 
demands of agriculture and industry 
are at their height. 

“The commission believes that the} 
public interest in coal raises funda- 
mental questions of the relation of 
this industry to the nation and of the 
degree to which private rights must
